The comptroller of the currency, on the advices of Ucceiver Ainger, has de- 
clared'a dividend of •{(> per cent to the deiKisitors or the defunct First national 
bank. The same will be paid within ten days. 


This is good news to Benton Harbor. It means the putting into looal circula- 
on of 127,000. ft means the giving of more business enthusiasm to the unfor. 
tunatie de|M>sitors in the unfortunate bank. 


The depositors will receive their dividends In drafts upon the United States 
sub>trcasury in New York. The drafts will be ttlled out by the ret;eiver and 
his clerks and then forwarded to Washington whore they will receive the signa­ 
ture of James H. Kckols, comptroller of the currency. They will tiien be re­ 
turned here and delivered to the de|K>sitors. 


The First national bank was closed on September 17, and the <10 per cent div- 
dend will be paid In less than two months from the day that the e.xaminer 
closed the bank. This excellent and une.Ki)ected haste is largely due to the 
ntelligent hustling done by the receiver, General D. ii. Ainger, who was for­ 
mer state banking commissioner. When Mr. Ainger took charge of the affairs 
of the bank he predicted that a dividend of 2o per cent would be declared the 
first of the year. He has e.xceeded the pretlictlon bv 5 per cent In oash and sI.k 
weeks in time. The |K2ople arc gradually seeing the wisdom in appointing a 
)ractical banker to settle up the atTairs of the bank.

HURTS BUSINESS 


Does the Reported Diphtheria Bpidemio 
in Oalien. 


Ga m e n , Nov. 3.—The diphtheria 
epidemic raging here, although not so 
bad as unscrupulous newspaper corres­ 
pondents have painted it, is very ma­ 
terially interferring with business. 


Reports have reached the adjacent 
farming communities that the entire 
village is within the grasp of the dis­ 
ease, and the result is to frighten far­ 
mers away, and send them to other 
markets, aud local merchants are suf­ 
fering in consequence. This condition 
is entirely the result of the false re­ 
ports published by a so-called news- 
kper in Benton Harbor. 
While the epidemic Is by no means 
beyond the control of local physicians, 
it is so menacing as to require the 
rreatest precaution and by the clos- 
ng of the public school and moderate 
care in preventing children from fre­ 
quenting the streets, the village has 
taken wise action.

and modeling. We begin in the same 
way aa a sculptor would to make a 
statne. After the wax has cooled the 
eyes are put in, the face is *made up,' 
as theatrical folks say, and the wig is 
fastened on, and the *wooden body is 
shaped. We make all our hands and 
feet from life, and they cost about $10. 
If we have an. order for an entire figure, 
we always model it from life. The life 
size wax figures of infants are among 
the finest thiugs we manufacture, and 
they add much to the attractiveness of 
a show window, as was illustrated last 
winter when a Washington street retail 
dealer displayed one during the holiday 
season. The head and shoulders, such 
as are seen in the milliners’ windows, 
cost from $40 to $45. The wig makes 
considerable difference in the price, as 
we use the best hair, and it is expen* 
sive, especially the natural blond, 
which is scarce. The children’s heads 
cost $20 or thereabout 
**A11 the finishing off imaginable, ” 
he continued, ‘‘would not make a figure 
stand the test of a season behind the 
glare of a glass unless the wax has a 
natural pink tinge. The reason some of 
the models look so deathly is because 
the wax is bad and not properly color­ 
ed. We use beeswax, slightly colored, 
aud flesh tints are put on iu additiou. ” 
—Boston Transcript.

THERE WERE HOT TIMES HERE. 


Places Where Political ■ xeltemenl Be* 
suited in Death aad Weundii. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 3.—Election day 
was ushered in by a bloody encounter on 
the streets between Republicans and 
Democrats at 1 a. m., resulting In the 
death of three men and the wounding of 
two more. The difficulty began when 
Frank Egbert (Hep,) organized a party 
to head oiï a party of Democrats under 
the leadership of Ben Marshall, who, as 
Egbert claimed, had taken a number of 
negrocis to the country to prevent their 
voting yesterday. 
Egbert, It Is said, 
with his party awaited Marshall's re­ 
turn and tired on him from ambush, 
wounding him seriously, James Smith 
slightly and injuring Al«x Graham, a 
negro. Deputy Sheriff Deakins then or­ 
ganized a posse and attempted to arrest 
Egbert and his party. 


The latter appeared on the street 
brandishing their revolvers. 
The two 
parties met and hrlag began. 
Fifty 
shots or more were fired, and Egbert 
was instantly killed, while Deakins was 
mortally wounded, dying at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Howard Glore, one 
of Egbert’s men, was also killed, and 
Walter Gains, a negro, severely hurt. 
It is reported that he has died. Mayor 
Julian organized a large body of spe­ 
cial police in view of the excitement, as 
he feared further trouble at the polls, 
owing to biller feeling 
between 
the 
workers of the two political parties and 
the friends of the men killed and injured. 


The dead are: Frank Egbert, Repub­ 
lican politician: Howard Glore, Repub­ 
lican member of Egben’s crowd; R. E. 
Deakins, 
Democratic deputy sheriff; 
John Smith, driver of the Democratic 
wagon in which the negroes were hauled 
to the country. The wounded--ChaiTes 
Graham, colored, occupant of returning 
wagon; Walter Gains, white bystander. 
There is no conrirmatlon of the rumor 
that several negroes are dead and con­ 
cealed about town.

DKATH OF A BRAVE gOLDlKR.

London, Nov. 3.—John House Merlott 
Chard, V. C., the hero of the famous 
defense of Rorke’s Drift, South Africa, 
in January, 1897, died at Taunton Mon- 
day evening. Colonel Chard was born 
in 1847 and obtained his commission in 
the Royal Engineers In 1868. As a lieu­ 
tenant he_went to Natal early in Jan­ 
uary, 18797 and on Jan. 22 was left la 
charge of the commissariat post at 
Rorke’a Drift, with eighty men of the 
Eightieth regiment of infantry. Seeing 
that an attack upon the post was im­ 
minent Lieutenant Chard caused a bar­ 
ricade to be hastily thrown up, the sol­ 
diers using the commissariat stores for 
this purpose, and buildir^ the breast 
works partly under Are.

dark the post was attacked by about 
3,000 Zulus and the fighting lasted the 
greater part of the night.
